forrag’d as far as Nanas, and burnt that Town be- 
caufe it was well affected to the Malecontents ; and 
that General Rabutin had caus’d Debreczin to be 
put into a State of Defence. From Buda ‘tis ad- 
vis'd, that General Rabuien was come from De- 
breczin to Zolnock, in order to proceed thence to 
Buda, and had fent a Meffenger to inform the Go- 
vernour of that City, thac he fhould arrive there in 
3 Days, notwithftanding his Motions were obferv’d 
by 5000 of the Enemy; and that thereupon the 
faid Governour had given Order for a Bridge of 
Boats to be laid over the Danube. Advice is fince 
come, that the forefaid General is arriv’d at Buda, 
and that Baron Nehm having demolifh’d the For- 
rifications of Zolnock, is come with feveral thou- 
fand Germans and Rafcians to Peft. We have ailfo 
Advice, thar the Counts Guido and Maximilian 
Staremberg, with feveral other General Officers, 
having held a Council of War at Presbourg, are 
in purfuance of the Refolutions of that Council 
march’d towards Buda. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 12. 
Vienna, Jan.29. The 27th Inftanr, an Exprefs 
atriv’d here from General Rabutin, with an Ac- 
count that he was arriv’d, with the Bedy of Troops 
he commands, near Peft; after having burnr all 
Places that might be ferviceable to the Enemy, and 
particularly Zolnock ; by which Means the Male- 
contents were oblig’d to go far for Provifions. 
‘The Bridge of Boats made at Buda being broken 
by the Ice, General Rabutin has not yet pafs'd the 
Danube with his Troops, which will be fome Hind- 
to his joyning with General Stasemberg. 
[That General-meets with great Difficulties in his 
March down towards Buda, by reafon of the bad 
Weather. The Maleconrenis are not at difturb'd 


at the Motions of the Imperialifts: They have 
lately made an Incurfion into Stiria, and carried off 
agreat Booty.
